HE latent statement of the legislative committee of 


the American Legion calls attention to the probabil- 


ity that another struggle over the soldier bonus will take 
up part of the time of the forthcoming session of Con- 
gress 
The outcome last year being a deadlock, y.-jth 


Congress passing the bill and the President vetoing it. a 
new attempt was inevitable. The Legion's leaders now 
assort that the House will pass the measure by a major- 
itv of eight to one and the Senate by a majority possibly 
as great as fifty. 
They hope therefore that Congress 


will override a Presidential veto. 
That President Coolidge will take the same stand on 


the bonus that President Harding took is hardly open to 
doubt 
He has committed himself in genera! to tne 


Harding policies, and of these opposition to a bonus was 
one of 'the chief. He has retained in the Cabinet Secre- 
tary Mellon, who forcefully stated the financial dstli- 
calties of the project during the discussion of it in the 
last Congress.
